The list of 
conversations in the mock-up design has a set of rows, each row 
corresponding to one of the listed conversations and including a sender list, a 
conversation topic, a date value, the number of messages in the conversation 
(shown in parentheses), and a snippet from the conversation which is distinct 
from the conversation topic. Each row includes bolded text, or not, to indicate 
whether the corresponding conversation includes at least one unread message, 
and who the unread message(s) are from.
